New Use for 
Electricity 


ASI I EVI ELE, N. C., July 18.—An 
advance step in the use of electricity 
will be introduced in Baltimore house, 
the country home of George W. Van­ 
derbilt. All the great supply of water 
needed in the house will be heated bv 
electricity and electric motors will be 
used to operate the ice and refriger­ 
ating plants. 
The power will be derived from the 
power plant of the W. I*. Weaver 
Power company on the French Broad 
liver, ten miles away. 
The heating of water on a large 
scale by electricity is novel and the 
result of this experiment will be await­ 
ed with interest by electrical engin­ 
eers. 
The house is equipped with a 
tank holding 
8.000 
gallons, which 
must be heated daily to furnish hot 
water for the laundry kitchen, bathing 
'room. and swimming pool, and it re 
mains to be seen , if electricity can 
satisfactorily accomplish this. 
The equipment for the work is be­ 
ing installed under the supervision of 
C. E. Waddel, the electrical engined 
of the Biltimore estate. 
It is under­ 
stood that the electricity will be ap- 
olied directly to the tank, the cells 
being submerged in the water.
